Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 

description: V„ . The specification refers to V s . The drawings should be replaced with 

V s . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121 (b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the meaning 
of the multiplier "m" for "+mE" and "-mE" is not described. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

6. Claims 4-6 are objected to as the metes and bounds thereof are unclear. Claim 
4, for example, appears to be dependent upon claim 1 . The preamble for claim 4, 
however, refers to a method "provided with a converter composed of a bridge circuit ... 
and piezoelectric actuator according to claim 1 ." This language in the preamble of claim 
4 is not present in claim 1 . Thus it is unclear what method (or structure?) is being 
incorporated from claim 1 into claim 4. Similarly, the language in the preambles of 
claims 5 and 6 are not present in claims 2 and 3 respectively. 

7. Claim 7 is objected to as it depends upon the improper claims 4-6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicant's claims purport to be method claims; 
however, the claims fail to set forth any method steps. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

9. Claims 1-7 provide for the use of an electronic activation driving device, but, 
since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear 
what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
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definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

11. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fabijanski (Reference AW, "Series Resonant Converter with Sandwich-Type 
Piezoelectric Ceramic Transducers", 6 th European Conference on Power Electronics 
and Applications, pages 591-594, 1995). 

12. Although the claims are improper, the claims have been examined as though 
they were device claims. As best the examiner can ascertain from the language of the 
claims, the terms and phrases of the claims are met by Fabijanski as described below. 

13. Fabijanski discloses a driving device for electronic activation with an ultrasonic 
piezoelectric actuator (see figure below), a control computer (see figure below), an 
actuator (see figure below, ultrasonic piezoelectric actuator), a resonance inductor (see 
figure below), drivable switches (see figure below), and a transformer (see figure 
below). There are four drivable bridge switches, with a first arm having two drivable 
bridge switches in series, a second arm in parallel with the first arm, and also is 
composed of two alternately drivable bridge switches.
